Surgeons in St. Louis, in New York and in Fort 
Wane (In4.)

A remarkable operation was performed 
at the city hospitel Sunday afternoon 
when surgeons opened the chest of 
James W. Morrissey, 56\years old, a 
waichman at the Jefferson Hotel, and 
put 10 stitches in his heart to close two 
stab wounds inflicted by Henry Loper, 
a negro, 

Morrissey liveG six hours after the 
operation was completed, dying at 10:30 
Pp. m. 

Morrissey was stabbed while he was 
trying to eject Loper from the rear of 
the hotel. The negro, who had been! 
carrying samples for traveling men, in- 
sisted on entering, although Morrissey 
told him he’ could find no employment 
there on Sunday. According to John} 
Saputo, a houseman at the hotel, Mor- 
rissey had used no violence toward the 
negro. 

The watchman fell unconscious atter 
being stabbed. The negro ran and was 
arrested an hour later at Tenth and 
O’Falion streets. 

Dr. Willis Young, a member of the 
hospital visiting staff, was called to 
perform the operation. Two of Mor- 
rissey’s ribs were broken and folde4 
back to give the surgeons access to the 
chest cavity, and an assistant lifted the 
heart out with a pair of forceps while 
Dr. Young sewed up the two gashes in 
, the left ventriclé. Ten physicians and 
surgeons watched the operation and 
noted the pulsations of the exposed 
heart.

BULGAR BIRDMEN

He said: 

‘We were able to accomplish dally re- 
connoisances over the enemy’s position 
At first we were flying 38600 feet, but 
soon found that that was too low for 
safety. The shrapnel started bursting 
around us and the air was singing with 
bullets, many penetrating the wings of 
our machine. Profiting by this, we kept 
out of the enemy's range. but in gpite of 
the high altitude we were able to take 
the exact position of the Turkish forces, 
even succeeding in inaking a remark- 
ably accurate sketch of their camp 
around Karagach,. We counted the tents 
and thus discovered their battalion 
strength. We made an attempt at pho- 
tography which was unsuccessful, owing 
to fog On the other hand, we could 
follow precisely the effect of our artil- 
lery fire on the Turkish position, whict 
was a valuable service to our staff. 

“Our latest ascent showed that the 
Turks had relegated the noneombatants 

of Adrianople to oné quarter of the town 
s0 that In the streets soldiers were vis- 
Yble while the houses appeared aban- 
doned,”’

A-YEAR PHYSICIAN 


Hugh H. Atkinson, Physical 
Wreck, Tells of Abandoning 
Family and Practice. 


A battered wreck of a man, nervous, 
his arms spotted with marks of a hypo- | 
dermic needle, Hugh H. Atkinson told. 
a Post-Dispatch reporter at the city 
hospital Monday a story of how the 


use of drugs had reduced him from a 
$6000-a-year physician to a prisoner con- 
victed of begging on the streets. 

He declared that he had begun to use 
codeine to relieve his suffering when he 
had typhoid fever, that the drug fast- 
ened itself upon him and that when he 
could no longer buy it he substituted 
morphine, which is cheaper. 

For three years he has not seen his 
wife and gon, he said, and for three 
months has not heard from them. He 
declares his brother, a real estate man, 
and his mother are living in comfort- 
able circumstances at Asheville, N. C., 
but that he has been ashamed to go to 
them or to write them of his condition. 

Fined for Begging. 

Atkinson was fined $25 by Judge Kim- 
mel Saturday for begging and was sent 
to the workhouse for 56 days in default 
of the fine and costs. He became {Il 
Sunday and was transferred to the hos- 
pital. 

He said he was graduated from the 
University of North Carolina with a 
Bachelor of Sciences degree in 1894 and 
got his medicine diploma at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania in 1898. His 
nrst three months’ practice were at 
Southern Pines, N. C., after which he 
went to New York City. He practiced 
medicine there for 11 years, his office 
and home being at 1600 Beverly road. 

Had Lucrative Practice. 

While in New York, he said, his in- 
come was $5000 a year from general 
practice and $1000 a year from an insur- 
ance firm for which he was an examin- 
ing physician. His marriage took place 
years ago, 
his bride being the daughter of a rail- 
road official. His son is 9 years old and 
is with Mrs. Atkinson. 

After the attack of 
three years ago, Atkinson went to the 
West Indies, where he was house physi- 
cian for a winter resort hotel. The fol- 
lowing summer hé went to Woodlawn, 
Ill., where he practiced for a while. He 
started for the West Indies hotel the 
next winter, but never got any farther 
than St. Louis. 

Left Hotel Bill Unpaid... 

“I stopped at the Marquette Hotel,” 
Atkinson said, ‘“‘and was there when my 
money ran out. I had to leave, but 
couldn’t pay my Dill, and I believe they 
are still holding my trunk. Since then 
I have lived around in one cheap hotel 
and another. The drug habit kept get- 
ting a stronger hold on me. I found I 
could get as much morphine for a nickel 
as I could get of codeine for 8 cents 
and so I began using morphine. 

“IT was not begging when.I was ar- 
rested. I had gone into a drug store 
and was trying to buy a morphine 
needle for 5 cents. The proprietor called 
a policeman. I believe with a little med- 
ical assistance here I can break the 
habit. If I can I will write to a friend 
in Toronto, Canada, who was best man 
at my wedding, and I believe he will 
help me get on my feet again.’’ 

Although Atkinson is only 41 years 
old and his hair is still black, he looks 
much older. His face is haggard be- 
neath its unkempt bristle of beard, his 
clothing is dilapidated and his nervous- 
ness is acute.

Henry Nell of Chicago, author of the 
mothers’ pension law of Illinois, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that the 
Board of Children’s Guardians ordi- 
nance, enacted by the Municipal Asserc- 


bly last July, is open to criticism for 
faults of omission in its provisions for 
pensioning dependent muvthers. He is 
in St. Louis to study the Juventle Court 
system and to deliver lectures upon the 
care of children. 


The act provides for the payment of | 


pensions to needy mothers only when 
they are widows. 
rects that the State shall pay a salary 
to every worthy mother whtse hus- 
band. for whatever cause, is unable to 
support his family, whether he is dead, 
disabled, in prison or has deserted. 

“The St. Louis law is faulty,’ sald 
Nell, “in that a mother cannot keep 
her children in her own home and get 
a pension unless her husband is dead. 
I was told of a case here in which the 
breadwinner of the family was perma- 
nently disabled while at work. Because 
he was not killed instead of injured in 
the accident his children, under the law, 
must be sacrificed. 

Advocates Chenge in Lav. 

“The law should be changed so that 
pensions could be given for all depend- 
ent children who have fit rmoethora, re- 
gardiess of where the father is or the 
cause of his failure to support the fam- 
ily. 

“The St. Louis ordinance praposes to 
punish the mother for the sins of the 
father. If he is a brute she must either 


juve with him or suffer the penalty of 


losing her children. 

“A logical administration of this or- 
dinance sheuld either permit the mother 
to keep her own children regardless of 
the goodness or badness of her husband, 
or should provide means for shoating or

At the same time, Neil praised he 
St. Louis law as a long step in the 
right direction, and predicted that it 
would be amended to bring it in ac- 
cordance with the Illinois act. He 11s 9 
was pleased to learn that while the Illl- 
nois law provides a pension of only 
$6.99 a month for each uependent child, 
the St. Louis ordinance makes a more 
liberal provision of $3.50 a week. 

“The promoters of the Children's 
Guardians Act,”’ said Nell, ‘‘told me that 
in order to get the public accustomed 
to the idea of mothers’ pensions, they 
began with giving them only to widowa, 
but hope to extend the scope of the 
ict gradually. In Illinois we gave tt 
to. the people in one swallow, and they 
liked it.’’ 

‘Phe idea at the base of Neil’s cam- 
naign a-year ago in Lllinols was that, 
instead of thronging dependent children 
together in a charitable institution, their 
homes should be turned into little in- 
stitutions with the mother of each far- 
ly -as superintendent His reasons 
were that public iImstitutions ruin the 
*haracter of their wards, that “human 
ngenuity has never been able to de- 
vise a good substitute for the child's 
mother as the child’s best guardian,’’ 
and that the mothers’ pension system 
is cheaper than the public institut! o>. 

Institution Cost High. 
He points out that while it costs only

When Neil proposed this Lay to the 
‘llinois Legislature, the first question 
isked him was how many jobs it woud 
sreate. He replied calmly that he as- 
‘imated the number at 6000. 

“We want to create 6000 institutions 
‘n which unfortunate children can be 
2ared for,” he explained. ‘‘But each '!n- 
stitution is to be the. child’s home,” 
The act was passed withews a dissenting 
vote, 

In Chicago today, says Nell, there 
are 503 mothers, with 1700 children, on 
the pension list. The appropriation for 
their support in October was $11,713.88. 

Neil’s interest in mothers’ pensions 
began, he says, when he was told of 
the great benefits being conferred by 
child welfare movements and the juven- 
ile courts, but found that mothers were 
hiding their childroan in mortal dread of 
the juvenile courts. He asked why, and 
found that instead of helping the chfl- 
dren these agencies were “‘making a 
hell on earth for the mothers and ruin- 
ing their children into the bargain.” 


Legal Kidnaping. 

“When our country was in distress 
and needed soldiers,” he said, “we 
waved the flag, shouted patriotism and 
osked mothers to surrender to the “ai! 
of duty the sons whom they had spent 
years of ardont work in raising. I found 
that in the mother’s hour of distress, 
when she was unable to provide food, 
Jothing and shelter for her little ones, 
we were forgetting our duty and le- 
~ally kidnaping her children to send 
them to institutions. 

“T found that the juvenile courts 
were annually separating thousands of 
children from their mothers because of 
roverty. And the boys reared in insti- 
tutions were growing up institutional 
men. The boy thus reared has no 
knowledge of the home plan, and when 
he becomes @ husband and father is 
likely to abscond. The great body of 
wife-degerters, my investigations in 
hundeds of cases have shown, is com- 
poss’ of former institutional boys. 

“The mother’s pension is therefore 
not a matter of charity but of neces- 
sity as a good public policy. The neer- 
lected child of yesterday is the burglar 
af tomorrow. It is cheaper for society 
to take cars of the dependent child In 
‘ts own home where it has a mother’s 
care, than to neglect it and take the 
ronsequences.”* 

Nell addressed the College Club at 
Sheldon Msmortai Saturday afternceon, 
*"iowing a speechmaking tour through 
Tilinois to arouse tnterest in enforcing 
the mother’s pension act.

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‘lin Grand Rapids, Mich., 


ALYEAR PHYSICIAN 


Hugh H. Atkinson, Physical 
Wreck, Tells of Abandoning 
Family and Practice. 


A battered wreck of a man, nervous, 
his arms spotted with marks of a hypo- | 
dérmic needle, Hugh H. Atkinson told | 
a Post-Dispatch reporter at the city 
hospital Monday a story of how the 


use of drugs had reduced him from a 
$6000-a-year physician to a prisoner con- 
victed of begging on the streets. 
He declared that he had begun to use 
codeine to relieve his suffering when he 
had typhoid fever, that the drug fast- 
ened itself upon him and that when he 
could no longer buy it he substituted 
morphine, which is cheaper. 
For three years he has not seen his 
wife and son, he sald, and for three 
months has not heard from them. He 
declares his brother, a real estate man, 
and his mother are living in comfort- 
able circumstances at Asheville, N. C., 
but that he has been ashamed to go to 
them or to write them of his condition. 
Fined for Begging. 
Atkinson was fined $25 by Judge Kim- 
mel Saturday for begging and was sent 
to the workhouse for 56 days in default 
of the fine and costs. He became i]l 
Sunday and was transferred to the hos- 
pital. 
He said he was graduated from the 
University of North Carolina with a 
Bachelor of Sciences degree in 1894 and 
got his medicine diploma at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania in 1898. His 
tirst three monchs’ practice were at 
Southern Pines, N. C., after which he 
went to New York City. He practiced 
medicine there for 11 years, his office 
and home being at 1600 Beverly road. 
Had Lucrative Practice. 
While in New York, he said, his in- 
come was $5000 a year from general 
practice and $1000 a year from an insur- 
ance firm for which he was an examin- 
ing physician. His marriage took place 
ll years ago, 
his bride being the daughter of a rail- 
road ‘official. His son is 9 years old and 
is with Mrs. Atkinson. 
After the attack of typhoid fever, 
three years ago, Atkinson went to the 
West Indies, where he was house physi- 
cian for a winter resort hotel. The fol- 
lowing summer hé went to Woodlawn, 
Ill., where he practiced for a while. He 
started for the West Indies hotel the 
next winter, but never got any farther 
than St. Louis. 
Left Hotel Bill Unpaid... 

“I stopped at the Marquette Hotel,” 
Atkinson said, ‘‘and was there when my 
money ran out. I had to leave, but 
couldn’t pay my Dill, and I believe they 
are still holding my trunk. Since then 
I have lived around in one cheap hotel 
and another. The drug habit kept get- 
ting a stronger hold on me. I found I 
could get as much morphine for a nickel 
as I could get of codeine for 30 cents 
and so I began using morphine. 

“T was not begging when I was ar- 
rested. I had gone into a drug store 
and was trying to buy a morphine 
needle for 5 cents. The proprietor called 
a policeman, I believe with a little med- 
ical assistance here I can break the 
habit. If I can I will write to a friend 
in Toronto, Canada, who was best man 
at my wedding, and I believe he will 
help me get on my feet again.’’ 
Although Atkinson is only 41 years 
old and his hair is still black, he looks 
much older. His face is haggard be- 
neath its unkempt bristle of beard, his 
clothing is dilapidated and his nervous- 
ness is acute.

Car Crowding Indecent, 

“The indecent crowding of trolley cars, 
where women are jammed in between 
the bodies of vile men, is a direct re- 
sult of water in a local corporation, 
but not the right kind of water,"’ he 
said. “The pouring of two-thirds of 
water into this corporation is a sin and 
a crime.” — ; 

“The men who are responsible for the 
watering of that stock were not doing 
the work of Christ, no matter how big 
or representative their membership in 
}eny church might be." 

The reference to the railways company 
was brought out in a plea for a closer 
identification of the church with bugi- 
t:éss and politics. Economic and social 
problems are tremendous religious ques- 
tions. he declared, and many of them 
were even created by the church. 

Too Many Pharisees in Church. 

“Christ went into the lowest social 
strata and sat at the table with publi- 
cans and sinners worse than any S8t. 
Louis boodler or New York grafter,”’ he 
said. “Yet I, no doubt, am considered 
too aristocratic a minister to go down- 
town and eat with boodlers and denizens 
of the red-light district; and if I should 
do such a thing I have no doubt that 
I would be criticised by some of my 
brethren. 

“We, have enough Pharisees in the 
church now. Let's go out and get some 
publicans and sinners." 

Dr. Bitting said the duty of the church 
is not to push the world aside, but to 
trahsform ft. Between the church and 
human society, he said, there should be 
en exchange of values which wectee can 
do without. 

“The church cannot go into the Blee- 
toral College in this country,” he said. 
“but it has in. civic life, in tndustry, in 
‘the schools and colleges and the parlors 
of the country an enormous number of 
adherents who can leaven their activi- 
ties with the transforming spirit of 
Christ.”’ 

Festus J. Wage, a director of the 
United Railways Co., said he had i0t 
heard of Dr. Bitting’s eriticiam. When 
the minister’s remarks were quoted to 
him he replied:

Bresnahan ts demanding %40,000 and 
10 per cent of the club’s receipts, to 
square the contract which he alleges 
was violated by the Cardinal manage- 
‘ment. \In justification of this demand 
Roger’s attorneys urge severa) points 
bearing on the trouble between him and 
Mrs, Britton in the letter referred to. 

The letter states that Oct. 18, 1912, 
Bresnahan was summoned to the offices 
of the club at League Park, where he 
met Secretary Schofield and Mrs. Brit- 
ton. The list of players for 1913 was 
taken up and thelr salaries discussed. 

“We took up the list of players,” 
the letter says, “and I was asked what 
salaries I would recommend for ach 
the coming season of 1913.
